The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art taught or suggested a color-filterless full color liquid crystal display device 
comprising: a liquid crystal shutter portion including twisted nematic liquid crystal or 
super twisted nematic liquid crystal; a backlight portion including light source units and a 
planar light guide, wherein said light source units comprise at least one red LED, at 
least one green LED, and at least one blue LED, wherein the number of blue LED's is 
not smaller than the number of red LED's, and the number of blue LED's is not smaller 
than the number of green LED's, wherein said light source units are disposed on an 
edge of said planar light guide.
